JUMPS FROM HIGHBRIDGE. 


Moving Picture Performer Comes 
Up Smiling After Leap. 


Barney MacFee, a youth from Tarry- 
town, anxious to outdo the exploits in 
high jumping which have made Rodman 
Law well known in the moving-picture 
world, Jumped from the centre span of 
High Bridge into the Harlem River yes- 
terday afternoon. 
jump was 127 feet. It ,had not 
made successfully before, although two 
men have died in the attempt. 

From the moment he began to poise 
himself upon the bridge railing, pre- 
paratory to the jump, until policemen 
fished him out of the water, moving- 
picture machines and cameras were 
turned.upon him. 

The camera operators and policemen 
who attempted to stop the jumper, said 


that Maclee fell like a plummet to the | 


water, and that when he came to the 
surface he was smiling over his ac- 
eomplishment. The first they saw of 
him, they said, after he disappeared be- 
low the water, was one arm which 
waved gaily at the ‘‘movies’’ men and 
the camera operators.

DOMINICAN REVOLT GROWS. 


Sharp Fighting In Santiago Between 
Rebels and Government Forces. 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—The latest 
Dominican uprising, fanned into flame 
by Gen. Arias’s resentment of the at- 
tempt by President Bordas to make a 
change of Governors in Santiago Prov- 
ince, has resulted in some sharp fight- 
ing in Santiago City, according to a 
belated report received to-day from 
Commander Bostwick, on the American 

gunboat Nashville at Puerta Plata. 

Under date of April 4, Commander 
Bostwick reported: 

“Tuesday, 9 A. M., fighting between 
Government forces and insurrectionists 
at Santiago.

Government Majority Lower. 
LONDON, April 6.—The announcement 
of the figures of the vote on the motion 
to reject the Home Rule bill evoked 
louder cheers from the Opposition than 
from the Ministerialists, the Opposi- 
tion interpreting them as indicating a 
dwindling Government majority. The 
diminution, however, is accounted for 
to some extent by the abstention from 
voting of the O’Brienites. 

A large gathering of Irishmen, all 
carrying green flags, assembled out» 
side the House of Parliament to-night 
to celebrate the passage of the bill. 


They cheered wildly when the result of 
the vote was announced, and gave ova- 


tions to the members of the Government 
and the Nationalists as they left the 
House of Commons. 

The second reading of the Home Rule 
bill was carried the first time by a ma- 
jority of 101 and the second time by a 
majority of 98. To-night eight O’Brien- 
ites abstained from voting and two Lib- 
erals voted against the Government. 
One Nationalist was absent through ill- 
ness. Three Laborites were also absent, 
and Charles F. G. Masterman, who had 
previously voted as a member of the 
“Government, lost his seat in the election 
for Bethnal Green last February. 

Premier Asquith took no part in the 


voting, as he recently resigned his seat 
to stand for re-election on his appoint- 
ment as Secretary of War.

Commission Gives Notice That Of- 
fenders Will Be Disqualified. 


The State Athletic Commission is de- 
termined to enforce the rules about fair 
The attention of referees has 
been called to the butting, wrestling, 


and pushing that have predominated in 
many recent bouts, and the old kidney 
punch bugaboo has reared its head 
again to such a degree that special at- 
tention is, also called to it. Notices 
about all of these objectionable features 
have been sent to referees, boxers, pro- 
prietors of clubs, and others with direc- 
tions to disqualify all offending boxers 
and report ‘them to the commission. 
Speaking on the subject, qa member of 
the commission said yesterday: 

“We are constantly receiving com- 
munications from well-meaning patrons 
of boxing, and unfortunately these let- 
;ters are often in the nature of criticism. 
Frequently our attention is called to 
such and such a contest in which it is 
stated one or both of the boxers had 
been guilty of unfair tactics. 

‘““Now, you know, we have ruled 
against the so-called kidney punch, yet 
it was brought to our attention only a 
few days ago that in a recent contest 
the referee after numerous warnings 
stopped the bout In the ninth round, 
disqualified both men, and ordered them 
from the ring. This sort of boxing will 
not be allowed in New York. We pro- 
pose to have clean boxing here, so the 
sooner those interested get wise to the 
fact the better. 

“ Those in charge of the contests will 
be warned to hold all boxers strictly to 
straight work, and should any undue 
roughness or breach of the rules be em- 
ployed you may depend upon it some 
one is going to hear from us in a way 
they will not misunderstand.”
